It isanadmitted faet,that the nearer to-
gether we can bring the producers and the
purchasers of any article, the moze advan-
tagegus to bath partics is the exchange of
the labor of the one for the labor or the
moncy of the othier.  Bspecially docs this
rale hold good when we refor to the sup-
ply of food.  Let the man who raises from
the carth any article of sustenance, trans-
fer it dircetly to the man who consumes it,
and the more profitable and the more sat-
isfactory §5 it to both parties.  Asticles
passing throogh three or four bands; each
uakiing a profit from the transfer, are nee-
saarily ¢ s in st ta the consumer,
withont benefiting the producer.

This common sense view of a practical
aueation, Las uriginated the hulding of
mpakct days, nud the ercetion of market
houses, in every civilized conntry. It is
tertain that many towns smaller than our
owd, and mavy farming communities less
broad and fortile than ours, have these cs
tablishcd tnstitutions among them. It is
belicved that the 300 house-kecpers of
Lewisburgz, and the 1500 gardencrs and
larmers in thoir neighborhood, would be
Loneditted by baving days fized and ecr-

iny wheresn they ean meet at the same
rhace sud cffcot a supply of the wants of
each.  We are aware that mavy persons
wiio bave produce to sell, wiil not take the
time or the trouble to go from kLouse to
Louse in uncertainty of disposing of their
surplas, but who would gladly spend a
fow bours at a given time and place with
the reasounble probability of meeting par-
chasers, ‘There sre also many who woald
buy articles foz Lowe consumption, but
who do witloa® them rathier than take the |
time and trouble neeossary to find tho right
mon with the right article.  For want of

The money paid for marketing will come’

to thema direetly in exchange for goods,
instead of the goods being first paid for the
warketing, and afterwards the cash (and

sometimes nothing) reccived for the same

marketing.

Not ouly will publie marketing do awny
with some of the evils of the too-muck
abused Credit System—whieh abuses have
eansed most of our present bard times—
but it will also benufit laboring men by
giving them a wider fisld to suit them-
selves in purchascs, and with the ready
money place the man of less means on the
same footing in market with the richest.

Wo are aware of the straitoess of the
moncy market, but deem that a fitting
time to bogin the proposed change. We
need it, wow, if over. And althongh the
¢ffurt may be difficult and seem Lut small
at first, olworvation and cxpericuce con-
vinee us that it will find faver, and must
ultimately become regarded as o fixed ne-
nessity.  No considerable expense will be
incurred at the out start. A central ware-
hounse 66 by about 10 fectin size, can be
obtained and fitted up in caze of unfivora-
ble weather, and will suflice until a Mar-
ket House ean be built, if needed. For
ordinary weatlicr, a part of Market Square
will be appropriated by ihe Council for
the use of those desiring to trade.

The generally apprehended  scareity of
staall change, renders it expedient that all
pasties shonid provide themselves with some-
thing in the way of speeie for mutual accom-
modation. There is plenty of coia in the
country, and its use in markeiing will be of
great publie mtility.  Kept circulating among
aurselves, it will tend waterially to enliven
business and restore confidence.

The prices will of conrse regulate them-
selves, approximating 1o those of larger mar-
kets, less the eost of transportations, profits,
anid commissions, and varying with the times,
The friendly fecling which shoald exist be-
tween neizhiboring towas and country, shoull
lead to @ preference for home dealings; but a
tack of satisfaction as 1o terms, leaves each
party the same power to buy or sell elsewhere,
as at preseat, and any surplus can suil seck a
tnore distant mart.
